SACRAMENTO, April 10.—A 
warning against “jeopardizing the 
financial integrity of the State,” was 
given the Legislature today by Gov. 
Stephens in a message urging “the 
necemtity of making our contemplat- 
ed State disbursements measure to 
the standards of safety.” 

The message said bills providing 
for large additional appropriations 
for orphans’ aid and for elementary 
schools, would, if they were enacr- 
ed, “leave a surplus of but $1,228,- 
336.34." 

“We reach the danger point 
when the State's surplus drops be- 
low $2,000,000," the Governor said. 

“I appreciate fully that all reve- 
nue measures are properly matters 
of legislative origin,” the message 
said, “nevertheless when they come 
up for executive action, the legal 
duty devolves upon me also of pro- 


State against excessive drains.” 
SUPPORTS RESOLUTION. 

The meseage was sent to the Leg- 
islature when the Senate had before 
it a concurrent resolution by Senator 
King providing for a legislative in- 
vestigation of the State's financea, 
and while the Assembly was consid- 
ering the general appropriations 
bill which it passed late today. 

“I think the Governor’s message 
has explained: the need for this reso- 
lution,” Senator King said in  ex- 
plaining the purpose of his resolu- 
tion, which was adopted by the 
Senate.

REPORT IN 1921. 

The resolution provided that the 
findings should be reported to the 
session of the Legislature in 1921.

PARIS, April 10.—While the ses-

It is known that some of the 
President's advisers are of the opin- 
inn that a call should be issued at 
a very early date, so as to permit 
the new Congress to assemble in per- 
fect organization by June 1 and 
complete the appropriation billig be- 
fore the end of the fiscal year. 
Should this prevail it would require 
an early call in order to permit the 
usual period for assembling, but it 
is not known that it will prevail, 
for, while the President is listening 
rto these counsels, he hag given no 
intimation of the course he intends 
to pursue. 

MAY ISSUE CALL IN PARIS. 


The fact that the United States 
transport George Washington has 
been ordered to proceed to Brest has 
given rise to the suggestion that it 
was the situation at home, rather 
than in Europe, which might re- 
quire the early return of President 
Wilson to America.

Such was the reading of neutral 
rights at the beginning of the war, 
and it paralyzed the use of our sea 
power. Not until the war hed been 
in progress for more than a year 
was a really effectual blockade of 
Germany s0 much as attempted. 

“But in a league war there would 
be no such thing as neutrality under 
the covenant. Under the publica- 
tions of the covenant the full Brit- 
ish doctrine of blockade can be en- 
forced from the very outset of war 
undertaken by the league. In any 
future repetition of thie war it 
would, for example, be the duty of 
Holland, Denmark and Sweden to 
establish a complete bilockude of 
Germany. This abolition of neutral- 
ity is the strongest reinforsement 
yet made to the claims for sea pow- 
er. There is therefore no question 
that the legal rights of sea power are 
assured under the covenant.” 

The Times also points out that 
the exclusion of Allied fleets from 


the Baltic during the late war could 


not be repeated under the league 
plan. 

“If Denmark, Sweden and Nor- 
way join the League of Nations they 
will, under article XVI, be under an 
obligation to give the league forces 
passage through their territorial

VOTE APPROPRIATIONS. 

The general appropriations bill 
of $19,991,852, an increase of ap- 
proximately $1,400,000 over that of 
1917, passed the Assembly today, 55 
to 2. It covers the estimated cost 
of operating State cotnmmissions, 
agencies and institutions, 

The Assembly rejected, 19 to 43, 
an amendment to reduce from %$250.,- 
000 to $100,000 the emergency find 
which might be expended by unan- 
imous vote of the board of control 
and State controller. 

The amendment was offered by 
Greene. The emergency fund in 
1913 and 1915, he *aid, was $100,009. 
and in 1917 was raised to $1,000,000 
to meet war conditions. 

Polsiey offered an amendment ‘o 
reduce the appropriation for the 
board of control from $182,000 to 
$100,000. This was lost. 

The Assembly rejected, 20 to 37,

ALL SEEK FUND.

MAIL CENSORS RUIN TRADE! 


European System Still in Force Injurious 
to American Commerce, is Assertion. 


PARIS, April 10.—Although the 
blockade has been formally lifted 
against all enemy countries except 
Germany, and against Bolshevist 
Russia, restrictions on trade with 
Poland, Esthonia and Eastern and 
Southeastern Europe continue. There 
is still censorship of mail and tele- 
grams and an absence of postal com- 
munication with the “irifant states” 
‘and resumption of trade and of busi- 
ness relations ig virtually blocked. 

The American delegates have been 
pressing in the inter-Allied eco- 
nomic council for a modification of 
the censorship, but the system as re- 
gards Europe remains in force. 

The business situation in Poland, 
Esthonia and the other new states 
Wiustrates the entire dependence of 
trade upon communications. The 
blockade no longer exists for these 
countries dn theory, but owing to 
the absence of postal or cable 
communications, business men in Po- 
land, for instance, are unable to 
communicate with the outer world 
to place orders or arrange for a re- 
sumption of business relations. 

European censorship of mails and 
cables to European neutrals con- 
tinues In full force. Complaints, 
backed by evidence, are constantly 
being received in Paris. These are 


being utilized, not alone for the le- 
gitimate purpose of preventing or 
hampering trade with Germany: but 
also, to give the nationals of the 
country exercising the censorship an 
unfair advantage over American 
competitors through information ex- 
tracted from business correspond- 
ence.

STORM TOLL IS 92 KILLED. 


Three Hundred Injured, Property Damage 
Estimated $1,000,000 by Tornado. 


DALLAS (Tex.) April 10.—Ninety- 
two persons killed, approximately 
300 hundred more or less seriously 
injured, and property damage es- 
timated at nearly $1,000,000 was the 


toll exacted by Tuesday night's 
storm that swept a portion of 
Arkansas, Notrh Texas and South- 


ern Oklahoma, according to revised 
and virtually complete reports here. 


Of the dead, seventy-five persons 
were killed in Texas; fourteen in Ok- 
lahoma and three in Arkansas. Pre- 
vious reports that eight lives were 
lost at Pavenna, Tex., proved un- 
founded by the latest information 
here. 

In response to appeals for ald 
from the stricken section of North 
Texas, where about 1000 persons are 
reported homeless, tents and food 
supplies are being sent from many

LONDON, April 10.—The German 
ermistice commission at Spa, a dis- 
patch from Berlin today says, has 
addressed a note to the Allies ur- 
gently requesting the removal to 
Russia of Russian prisoners of war 
still in Germany.

MAN'S WINNER. 


Palo Verde Land Case. 


Loses Many Times, He Finally 
is Victor on Appeal. 


Efforts Ran Gamut from Law 
to Violence. 


A Gispute between William B. 
Edwards and Patrick H. Bodkin for 
the possession of a quarter section 
of land in the Palo Verde Valley, 
near Blythe, that has taken its 
Weary course from the local Land 
Office to the Genera) Commiission- 
er of the Land Office and the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, not to count 
Various appearances in the United 
States District Court and the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeal, has 
been settied again. 

Yesterday United States District 
Judge Trippet handed down a de- 
cision in favor of Edwards, and 
canceling the patent issued to Bod- 
kin. The judgment will be ap- 
pealed, for it is said that the 160 
acres of land involved is one of the 
most Valuable in the valley. The 
hearing before Judge Trippet fol- 
lowed an opinion of the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeal, re- 
versing the judgment of Judze Bied- 
soe, dismissing the complaint of 
Edwards without leave to amend. 

The case is one of the most sen- 
Sational ever instituted in the val- 
ley. When Edwards lost his various 
appeals to the Department of the 
Interior, he became very angry, it 
is said, and sought to harass Bod- 
kin in his enjoyment of the prop- 
erty. Complaints were made to 
United States District Attorney A. L 
McCormick, that Edwards and 
about a dozen of his friends were 
terrorizing the community and try- 
ing to drive Bodkin out of the coun- 
try. The arrest of Edwards and 
six other of his friends followed, on 
the charge that they were trying to 
deprive Bodkin of his constitutional 
rights. After a long trial, Edwards 
and one of the other defendants 
were convicted and sentenced to a 
term in the Riverside County Jail.

AMPUTATIONS FEWER 
THAN FOUR THOUSAND. 


BUREAU OF WAR RISK INSUR- 
ANCE SEEKS CHANGES IN 
COMPENSATION LAW. 


[EXCLUSIVE 
WASHINGTON, Aoril 10.—Near- 
ly 4000 officers and enlisted men in 
the American Expeditionary Forces 
lost arms or legs in the war, accord- 
ing to statistics furnished by the 


Bureau of War Risk Insurance 
which is now interested in bringing 
about changes in the lew fixing com- 
pensation for mained soldiers, 
sailors and marines. 

The total number of amputations 
is given as “less than #600." In 
addition to these there were 125 
cases of total blindness, as a result 
of the war, but not all of these have 
been declared permanent disabili- 
ties by the medica] officers in charge 
of the cases. 

Under the War Insurance Act men 
who have lost both eyes, both leer. 
both arms or are bedridden are con- 
sidered permanently disabled and 
receive $100 a month compensa- 
tion. But men who have lost an 
arm or a leg or have been other- 
wise maimed receive compensation 
based on $30 a month, the percent- 
age of the disability being taken in- 
to consideration and the sum paid 
being on the basis of $30 for 100 per 
cent. of disability in the case of an 
unmarried man. 

It is this last feature of the law, 
fixing $30 as the basis upon which 
compensation shall be paid for dis- 
ability, which is being criticised by 
members of Congress, government 
officials and men in the army them- 
selves. They contend that the basis 
of compensation is entirely too 


Act 80 as to provide more adequate 
compensation when Congress meets. 

The officers of the Regular Army 
whe have had arms or legs ampu- 
tated will fare far better than those 
of the National Army. They may 
be retired on three-quarters pay an1 
also be entitled to receive compen- 
sation under the War Risk Insur- 
ance Act. The officers of the Na- 
tional Army, however, will receive 
only the compensation on the baetiz 
of 330 a month as a maximum. 
This discrepancy Congress will be 
asked to obliterate. 

Senator Chamberlain, chairman 
of the Military Affairs Committee 
of the Senate expressed an interest 
in the matter today and said that 
he had no doubt but that Congress 
would take up the question of pro- 
viding adequate compensation for 
the men who have lost arms and 
legs and otherwise been disabled, 
and also would equalize the treat- 
ment of the National Army officers 
and those who had suffered in a 
similar way in the Regular Army.

MURDER PUZZLE 


Arrest of Auto Bandits may 
Supply Key to Killing. 


Empty Shotgun Shells Clew to 
Black Hand Case, | 


Threats are Told by Police as 
Result of Inquiry. 3 


Writing what may be the last 
chapter in the history of the 
“Dersch gang” of automobile ban- 
dits, which operated in this city for 
many months, the police yesterday 
arrested Edward Dersch, the young- 
est of the three Dersch boys. Al- 
(hough the arrest of Edward Dersch 
ends the operations of the gang, 
the police declare that a new angle 
In the cases against the brothers 
has been uncovered, and 
charges of murder, as well as grand 
larceny, may be placed against the 
three men. 

Following the arrest of Edward 
Dersch, in San Francisco, when he 


attempted to sell an automobile 
stolen in this city from a Japanese, 
Police Detectives Erven and ILlickok, 
now attached to the Auto Club of 
Southern California, announced 
that since the arrest of Otto Dersch, 
March 9%, they have been at work 
to connect the Dersch gang with the 
Italian Black Handers who shot and 
killed Mike Rizzo, alias Mike Mo- 
rino, an Italian fruit merchant and 
Black Hand suspect. 


DROVE DEATH CAR?” 


The three Dersch boys, accord- 
ing to the two detectives, were 
the drivers of the murder car, 
which they are said to have stolen 
in San Francisco. Following the 
killing, the driver left the stolen ma- 
chine standing near the outskirts of 
the city. The car was later recov- 
ered and three shotgun shells, al! 
exploded, found in the machine. The 
shooting was done with a sawed-off 
shotgun. 

A number of telephone calls have 
been received by Detectives Erven 
and Hickok at Central Police 
tion, from an Italian woman who 
refused to give her name, but who 
stated that if the investigation of 
the murder-car drivers was con- 
tinued the two detectives would be 
shot. A house in the Italian settle- 
ment on the East Side of the city, 
where the murder plots and auto- 
mobile thefts are said to have been 
planned, is under investigation. 

A centra)! clearinghouse for stolen 
automobiles and the point 
which the murder cars are said to 
have started with their load of 
Black Handers armed with shot- 
guns, has been discovered, the po- 
lice say. Scores of stolen antomo- 
biles, according to Detectives 
Erven and Hickok, have passed 
through the “clearinghouse” here 
and then taken to San Francisco and 
other northern cities and sold. The 
automobile, which was seized yes- 
terday when Edward Dersch was 
arrested, the police say, was hidden 
away for several days at this “clear- 
inghouse.”’ 

VENGEANCE FEARED. 

Working with only the empty 
shotgun shells found in the Rizzo 
murder cas. the four detectives 
discovered @Qhat Otto Dersch was 


related We marriage to an Italian 
family. .The family was investi- 
gated and during the investigation 


the police received the death threats. 
The investigation among the Italians, 
failed, according to the detectives, 
because all the persons questioned 
declare that if they were to give any 
information they would be killed. 
The police then attempted to dis- 
cover where the shotguns used _ by 
the murderers were purchased, but 
again failed..° 
r Otto Dersch, since his arrest, has 
been bound over to Superior Court 
on a charge of grand larceny. The 
police state that he has served sev- 
eral terms in prison and has rec- 
ords in many Eastern States. Wil- 
liam Dersch, the first of the three 
brothers to be arrested, is now serv- 
ing a term of from one to ten years 
for grand larceny. If evidence suf- 
ficient to charge Edward Dersch 
with murder can not be secured, he 
will be tried for grand larceny. 
Police detectives late yesterday 
‘teft for San Francisco, armed witha 
complaint charging Edward Dersch 
with the theft of the automobile 
seized at the time of his arrest. They 
will bring the prisoner to this city. 


NURSE ATTEMPTS SUICIDE. 
“Cc. BE. Farris, a trained nurse !iv- 
ing at 1121 South Figueroa street, 
made an ineffectual attempt to com- 
mit suicide early last night when 
in a fit of despondency he vewal- 
lowed a emal!l quantity of cyanide.

Conference at Paris are decidedly reassur 
ing. At last definite conclusions have been 
reached, decisive steps taken, obstacles sur- 
mounted. The results of the long delibera- 
tions are being made known to the world— 
the means by which they were achieved are 
of minor importance. 

The three most perplexing difficulties be- 
fore the conference have been dissolved. 
In adjusting the knotty point of the German 
indemnities, to be paid as reparation for 
war damages inflicted, the Big Four have 
adopted a sensible middle course. ‘To have 
overwhelmed Germany with an immediate 
and irredeemable debt would have been fa 
tal to the conclusion of a satisfactory peace 
treaty and made collections impossible. To 
have abandoned the claims of the victims 
of Prussian aggression for the sake of hur- 
rying up @ pact would been unfair to 
the people who suffered. By demandiag a 
sum within the capacity of Germany to 
pay as an initial indemnity, and leaving the 
assessment of the remaining damages for 
a commission, the conference has skillfully 
steered between two shoals. Germany can 
and will pay up. It is a case of “ante or 
quit.” > 

Another obstinate deadlock, that over the 
Saar Valley and the Rhine frontier, has ap- 
parently been removed. If the present 


{ agreement holds, France will obtain con- 


trol of the Saar mines and Germany will 
“have to remove all fortifications from the 
left bank of the Rhine; but there will be 
no transference of German people “to for 
eign governments nor the consequent for- 
mation of another Alsace-Lorraine problem. 
' Again the matter of trying the ex-Kaiser 
for the crime of launching the world war 
hag been settled according to American 
principles of jurisdiction. There will be no 
international court to create a dubious 
precedent: but Belgium, the first Innocent 
sufferer from an unprovoked attack, will be 
left to pass judgment on the prime insti- 
gators. 


Carping and croaking and hinting pesst- 


mistically at the faflure of the Allied states- 
men to connect at the peace table will now 
subside; from behind the veil of official se- 
crecy that partially hid the long delibera- 
tions specific results have at last reached 
the public. And these prove that the men 
to whom everyone fs looking for world re» 
toration have done their work faithfully and 
well. 

Perhaps the great outstanding fact 
brought out by the recent agreements is 
the mighty role played by President Wil- 
son. He has proven the most potent infiu- 
ence in the Peace Conference. His dom- 
fnating personality, backed by the power 
and prestige of the American people, was 
beyond a doubt the force that finally made 
the wheels go round and so enabled the 
machinery to produce the goods. The vic- 
tory has been one for President Wilson and 
through him, of course, for the nation that 
made him possible. 

The Times, while admitting that the Pres- 
ident was the main cause of the sudden 
coming together of rival interests among 
the Allies, does not place much emphasis 
on the hurry-up of the George Washing- 
ton. Possibly it had some effect, and hav- 
ing in it the elements of the dramatic and 
the sensational, naturally the correspond- 
ents, featured it. For, we must confess, the 
late details given out about the Pfris con- 
ference were somewhat dull. The most 
likely solution of the ineident is that the 
President concluded that the Paris salon 
was practically finished and so sent a bell- 
boy to call hig carriage. Like the soldier, 
he, too, no doubt ig anxious to get home 


again. 
We may, therefore, congratulate our- 
selves that the end is at last in sight. 


As was inevitable at the peace table, there 
was a tendency to spend too much time 
on detail, always an unprofitable proceed- 
ing when the settling of the fundamental! is- 
sues requires the bigger and broader view. 
The Big Four, spurred to it by the resolute 
attitude of President Wilson, evidently de- 
cided on swifter action and the elimination 
of all not immediately necessary detafis. 
From this time on, day after day, we may 
expect to hear of further defiuite conclu- 
sions. 


DIRTY DEAL. 

“Private property shall not be taken 
or damaged for publi¢ use without just 
pensation having first been made to, or 
paid into court for, thé owner.” So reads 
Bec, 14, Art. 1 of the Constitution of Call- 
fornia. In the face of such an inhibition 
the uninitiated will wonder how the State 
Reclamation Board could cause to be build- 
ed a levee that hag damaged 25,000 acres 
of highly-cultivated land to the extent of 
millions of dollars and rendered jt almost 
valueless, without giving some measure of 
compensation to the owners thereof. 

But for the high-salaried engineers and 
attorneys, ‘representing alike the Armour 
interests and the State Reclamation Board 
in the Sacramento River Valley, the eva- 
sion was simple. That levee was not con- 
structed for public use; the adjacent prop- 
erty was damaged for the use and protec- 
tion of private interests, In which the Ar 
mour holdings largely predominate, in 
State Reclamation District 1500. If the Con- 
stitution had specified private as well as 
public use the deal conld not have been 
consummated. Of course the framers of 
that section of the Constitution never ex- 
pected that an attempt would be made to 
damage the property of one section of a 
community for the private use and profit 
of another section. 

Special dispatches to The Times from 
Marysville. and Sacramento have related 
how half of the best farming section of 
Butte county was flooded last winter, hun- 
dreds of people were driven from their homes 
and property losses totaling many millions 
of dollars inflicted by reason of a leves 
erected around 50,000 acres of land owned 
by the Armour and affiliated interests in 
the Sutter basin. The property protected 
was swamp and overfiow land, deeded to 
the State as such by the Federal govern- 
ment and sold by the State to private in- 
terests: the property flooded and destroved 
is land that had never been reclaimed, that 
Was never before flooded and that was se- 
cured from the government many years 
ago by settlers as homestead claims. A 
Butter county grand fury has found that 
the flood Was occasioned by the acts of 
the State Reclamation Board. The grand 
jury recommended the removal of the 
State board: but that affords no relief 
to the owners of the flooded lands. Such 
a condition of affairs is declared by Supe-

the grand jury reported, to be unprecedent- 
ed in the history of the country. 

But Judge Mahon higself says that the 
deal was so manfpulated through the Leg- 
islature and the Reclamation Board that no 
indictable offense has been committed, so 


that the Arniour interests and their asso- | 


clates (whose clean-up the fudge estimates 
at $10,000,000) are absolved from legal re- 
sponsibility for the damages inflicted. 

The disclosures show that State Insur- 
ance Commissioner Al McCabe and one 
Tarpe, an employee of the State Reclama- 
tion Board, are owners of valuable hold- 
ings, containing more than 1000 acres, in the 
Sutter basin, and that they received on the 
day they made the purchase a check of 
$30,000 from the State Reclamation Board / 
for an easement for right of way for a by- 
pases over the property. 

It will be recalled that McCabe was the 

administration whip when the bill was put 
through the 1913 Legislature removing the 
by-pass location from the center of Sutter 
basin, where it had been located by United 
States government engineers and confirmed 
by the 1911 Legislature, to high ground to 
the east of the basin. This removal made 
the by-pass levee a bulwark on the rim of 
the Armour holdings in place of cutting the 
holdings in twain; and it is alleged that 
this relocating of the by-pass on high ground 
occasioned last winter's flood damage. 
* Naturally, the owners of the ruined prop- 
erty have been loud in their protests. They 
brought suit to enjoin the construction of 
the Armour levees. Successful in the Su- 
perior Courts, they were reversed by the 
State Supreme Court on the ground that 
the location of the by-pass was made by the 
State Legislature and was not subject to 
court review. It was not until the winter 
floods came, ruining the adjacent property 
while all the Armour holdings were snug 
and dry back of the great Armour levee, 
that public interest was attracted to the 
deal. 

Further Sacramento dispatches relate 
that a “compromise” bill is now on ite way 
through the Legislature which provides that 
the State shall appropriate $3,000,000 to 
butld levees and repair the damage done. 
It is admitted that there would be no ne- 
cessity for this expenditure if the Armour 
levee had not been bullt. But now comes 
the most surprising thing. Two-thirds of 
that $3,000,000 is to go to build levees to 
protect the Sutter county farmers and one- 
third to pay the Armour interests for the 
levees that caused the flood. 

That the Sutter county farmers have heen 
outraged and their property almost ruined 
fe undeniable. For that loss the State is 
responsible, because it is responsible for 
the acts of its agents, a boss-controlled 
l ogislature and a Reclamation Board whose 
c..alrman was heavily interested in Sutter 
county property. If the State has allowed 
its agents to inflict damages that $2,000,000 
will be required to repair, the State must 
not shrink from that reparation. But how 
about the one million in tribute to the 
Armours and associated interests? Has 
the State government of California fallen 
so low that we must pay that one-million- 
dollar tribute before we can right an un- 
deniable wrong? 

Responsibility for the outrage was placed 
by the grand jury on the Armour interests 
and the Reclamation Board. The grand 
jury could not determine just who were 
the chief beneficiaries. The Sutter Basin 
Company owns 50,000 acres of land behind 
the Armour levee. It fs controlled by the 
Armours, who are said to own 65 per cent. 
of the stock. But it is a corporation and 
the names of the other owners ef stock are 
carefully concealed. It is a matter of com 
mon report in Sacramento and elsewhere 
that a number of politicians and million- 
atres prominent in Progressive politics fn 
1918 are or have been owners of large 
blocks of that stock. The transartions 
back of that curtain known as the Sutter. 
Basin Company have not yet been revealed. 
This much ig known. That 50,000 acres of 
land was secured at an average cost of not 


more than $20 an scre; since the brpess | 


levee was builded the price has advanced 
to $350 an acre, and the State is now asked 
to make a reimbursement of about $1,000,- 
000 to those who paid for the levee. At 
the same time, land valued at $400 an acre 
before the levee was builded is now an in- 
land lake, devoted to the culture of wild 
ducks and propagation of tules. 

Such ts the sordid story of the transac- 
tions and manipulations of a single one of 
the Forty Fat Commissions. — 

FIRST-CLASS FIGHTER. 

The grand fleet of Great Britain has 
dispersed and Vice-Admiral Sir David Beat- 
ty has hauled down his flag as commander- 
in-chief. Never, however, will the glory of 
that ‘grand fleet fade nor will the aame of 
its great chief be forgotten. He is a gal- 
lant sea dog, worthy to rank along with 
Nelson, Drake and Frobisher. 

Beatty was, perhaps, the British naval 
hero of the war. Lord Fisher early ran 
afoul of Winston Churchill. Viscount Jel- 
licoe somehow ocr other fell short of the 
great, perhaps too great, expectations 
formed of him. But Beatty chased the Ger. 
mans into Helgoland Bight early in the 
war; his were the honors in the battle of 
Jutland; and he received the surrender of 
the German high sea fleet. 

No more humiliating sight has ever been 
seen on the sea than that of November 21, 
1918, when thirteen German battleships and 
battle cruisers, six light cruisers and forty- 
nine destroyers, with attendant submarines, 
were meekly turned over to Admiral Beat- 
ty’s grand fleet and the five American bat- 
tleships which made up tnat fleet’s sixth 
battle squadron. “Men,” said the admiral 
to his crew on the Queen Flizabeth, “I al- 
ways told you they’@ come out, but I didn't 
think they’d come out on a piece of string.” 

Beatty had proved himself a first-class 
fighter and this abject surrender by the 
enemy filled him with disgust. It was Beat- 
ty who, at Jutland, did not hesitate to 
bring his lightly-armored cruisers under the 
fire of the much-more-heavily-protected bat- 
tleships of the foe in his determination to 
hold the enemy till Jellicoe could come up 
with his dreadnaughts and get into action, 
an action from which the foe ‘ied.

A lot of us didn't realize this be-~

You almost Shiver in your iso- 
lation. 

During the Argonne battle how we 
thirsted for news. Strangely, the 
closer you get to the world war the 
less you could see of it. Your per- 
spective is limited by your proxim- 
ity—meaning your divisial sector. 
We did not know what was taking 
place five miles on either side of us. 
Bulgaria capitulated and we did not 
knew it. Neither did we know that 
Austria was tottering to her doom. 
Finally an aviator flew over us and 
dropped coples of a Paris newspa- 
per printed in English. Those pa- 
pers could not have been more pre- 
clous had they been printed on gold 
leaf. There were only a few. 
copy was read by hundreds, de- 
voured by men who had been In the 
heart of that great drama and yet 
knew so little about it. 


The signing of the armistice found 
us marooned in a muddy little vil- 
lage in Belgium. The retreating 
Germans had destroyed al! railroads. 
Dunkirk, the nearest seaport and the 
only town reached by traing with 
anything like regularity, was more 
than fifty miles away. History was 
being made in those days. Thrones 
were toppling and dynasties crum- 
bling. There we were where the 
‘olf front lige was last staked out, 
within a comparatively short dis- 
‘tance of four of the world’s greatest 
capitals, yet people in Johannesburg 
and Hongkong knew more than we 
of the titanic events which were 
taking place within a stone’s throw 
of us. Mentally, we were manacled. 
The newspapers could not reach us. 
Finally, after several days, a London 
paper reached the town. Just one. 
This wag pasted up In a window that 
all might read. I venture to say 
that not less than 25,000 soldiers 
scanned that one sheet. 

Later the Y.M.C.A. managed to get 
a few papers up to us about three 
times a week. Some these were 
two and four-page papers from Par- 
is, while occastonally a channel clip- 
per arrived at Dunkirk with the 
Jarger London papers. These “news- 
paper days” were the one bright spot 
in our lives. Our anticipation of 
them was keener than that of kids 
looking forward to Christmas. These 
were given to the men, but they 
gladly would have exchanged green- 
backs for them. 

These papers were read until worn 
out. Not a line or a letter was over’ 
looked. We read them from the top 
mast to the last liner, not only once, 
but two or three times. Once T man- 
aged to get hold of an eight-page 
paper from London. [I made it 
last eight days, reeding one page 
each evening. It was better than a 
continued story. I would pass most 
of the day waiting for night to come 
that I might read the next page. It 
was too precious to use In the day- 
| time when there were things to see 
and do, but the one solace of long, 
dreary evenings. 

In the light of past experiences | 
mere permission to live and peruse 
a good newspaper appears to me as 
the apotheosis of happiness.

| ANGLING ARMY 
IN HARD LUCK. 


Exodus “Blows Into” Winter's 
Final Blast. 


Present Season Proving of 
Fishcultural Work. 


Fish and Game Commissioner 
on Prospective Law. 


Scattered, and none too thinly 
over every upcoast stream in Ven- 
tura and Santa Barbara counties 
where trout season is now open, 
angling licensees by the thousands 
drew indeed a “raw deal” from Old 
Boreas over the last week-end. In 
a howling north wind wherein win- 
ter blew his parting blast, only those 
in the deeper canyons were able to 


cast their lines with comparative 
comfort, and everywhere the fish 
were considerably “off feed.” All 
of which combined to raise the usual 
second week lament that they are 
“all caught out;"” but despite the 
unfavorable weather conditions, a 
number of limits were dug from the 
bottom of the Santa Ynez, Ventura, 
upper Sespe, not to mention many 
side creeks which gave felatively 
letter results to the rodsters. 


Weather has settled down to sum- 
mery steadiness now apparently, and 
already the week-enders are work- 
ing themselves up to the wandering 
pitch again. It takes more than one 
disappointment to dampen the ardor 
of a “reel” angler: and the must 
remarkable uniformity of the suc- 
cess on “opening day” will maintain 
enthusiasm for many weeks to 
come, 

Reports continue to pile up at the 
Fish and Game Commission attest- 
ing the remarkable quality of the 
trout fishing that has been built up 
by the policy of cumulative planting 
in liberating each year more trout 
fry in the streams. When the 
phenomenal increase in angling in- 
terest brought by each season is 
balanced, the apparent improv>- 
ment in sport becomes all the more 
notable. In up-coast rivers it is 
plainly a tribute to the efficiency of 
fishcultural methods as practiced in 
California, because for two winters 
past the laws have permitted fish- 
ing on the streams during the 
“spawning runs” to an extent that 
unavoidably must have curtailed 
natural propagation very much be- 
low normal. To have maintained 
good fishing tn face of a nine and 
a half months’ open season alone 
would be quite creditable; to have 
actually improved it, as generally at- 
tested this season, is more than ¢ra- 
tifying to the State experts whese 
days—and nighte—are devoted to 
this very wonderful—and very tech- 
nical—public work. 


Fish and Game Commissioner M. 
J. Connell returned yesterday from 
the meeting of that board in San 
Francisco with word that consider- 
able opposition seems to have de- 
veloped toward the attempt of many 
far-sighted up-coast sportsmen te 
close the streams against fishing 
during the winter spawning season. 
Assemblyman Joseph Argabrite, who 
stands sponsor for the proposed 
chaneé limiting fishing to tidewa- 
ter, has introduced a bill to pro- 
vide for Ventura county where the 
Sentiment seems well nigh wunani- 
mous; but In Santa Barbara and San 
Luis Obispo, only the far-sighted 
conservationists support any such 
change. Perhaps they are all that 
kind of sportsmen in Ventura. This 
will be bad news to those who 
viewed with alarm the long season 
and certain “over-fishing”’ of up- 
coast rivers And creeks, and the in- 
terference with natural propagation 
involved. Assemblyman Argabriteé 
sent a “S.0.8." call for help from 
sportemen in bringing intluence to 
bear that might aid in the passing 
of this tmportant protective legisia- 
tion. 

Beyond saying that the laws were 
now in the making, and that in gen- 
eral, changes extending, rather than 
curtailing the privileges of the 
censed were before the 
Legisiature, Congressman Connell 
preferred to say little. “So many 
think that the passage of a bill 
means it is already a law that it ta 
probably best to wait until we know 
exactly what has been done, rather 
than spread misinformation,” 
the commissioner. “It appears to 
me that the very vigorous strife be- 
ing stirred up by the commercial 
fishermen has rather eclipsed the 
sporting features tn the attention of 
legislators of late.

GIVE PENSIONS. 


Draw up Plan of Fund for 
Police, Firemen. 


Council Committee Proposes 
Needed Amendments. 


Reasonable Provision Made 
for Public Servants. . 


After many similar efforts tn the 
past, a comprehensive programme 
for the creation of adequate pro- 
visions for the widows and children 
of police and fire department mem- 
bers who lose their lives or health 
while on duty,,and for the rettre- 
ment of the men after long terms of 
service, is now before the Public 
Welfare Committee of the City 
Council. Favorable action, accord- 
ing to the men in touch with the 
situation, is expected some time 
next week. 

That the undivided support of the 
business interests and the general 
public ig behind this project to pro- 
tect the firemen and policemen; is 
the declaration of the framers 
the programme, who propose a 
group of amendments te the pres- 
ent inadequate pension ordinances. 
While the extra dangers assumed 
by members of the police and fire 
departments in their work make the 
amendments absolutely desirable 
from the humanitarian point of 
view, the terms of the ordinances 
and the plan by which it is proposed 
to create the fund are such as to 
make its financing comparatively 
easy, they point out. 

PLAN FOR PENSIONS. 


As amended, the new ordinances 
will provide that any man who 
serves for more than twenty years in 
either department may be retired 
by the Pension Fund Commission, 
on half pay for the rest of his life- 
time. In the event of death fol- 
lowing retirement, the widow or 
children of the pensioner shall be 
paid a sum equal to one-half of the 
salary received 
tirement. Under this provision the 
pensions will be paid until the death 
of the widow or until the youngest 
child reaches the age of 21. 
Another amended section calls 
for a half-pay pension for men whv 
become physically disabled while 
following their hazardous occupa- 
tions or for any other disability re- 
celved in the course of duty which 
renders retirement from active duty 
necesrary. Payments to the heirs 
of men who die from accidents or 
other causes traceable to the result 
of duties performed, also wil) be 
provided for under the amendments. 
Another feature is a section provid- 
ing temporary relief for dependent 
parents of the men in cases where 
the commission deems such action 
necessary. 
WAY TO CREATE FUND. 


The fund is to be created by the 
Budget Committee setting aside 3% 
per cent. of the total of estimated 
salaries of the members of these de- 
partments who are entitled to pen- 
sions as outlined tn the amendments, 
by the addition of all contributions 
and donations to the police and fire 
departments, by all proceeds from 
the sale of unclaimed property and 
by the turning into the fund of all 


at the time of re- 


fines imposed upon members for vio- 
lation of department regulations. 

Councitimen Mallard, Olsen and 
Cleaveland of the Finance Com- 
mittee and Councilmen Cleaveland, 
True and Criswell of the Public 
Welfare Committee, are interested tn 
the amendments. 

The adoption of these amend- 
ments, the supporters say, will 
establish for the first time a digni- 
fied and reasonable provision for 
the dependents of men who dGalily 
risk their lives in the dangerous 
lines of public service.
